Interview Summary (continued): 

A. Preliminaries 

Applicant discussed the background of Claim 1 and then requested clarification of the 
means to combine the Olds '415 and Ricardo '90 references. 
Examiner replied that: 

- Ricardo '90, Fig. 10.3 showed an example of an IDMS (TM) (a hierarchical database 
distributed by IBM (TM)) implementation of a hierarchical database schema of Faculty, 
Class, and Student, which read on an example of ORG-UNITS. 

- Olds '415 showed a hierarchical access control list (ACL) which provided for inheritance 
(Olds '415: col. 4, Ins. 38-48 and col. 5, Ins. 8-19). 

- The combination would result in a hierarchical structure of ACLs that would parallel the 
hierarchical structure of ORG-UNITS of Ricardo '90. Furthermore, the motivation to 
combine was in Olds c 415 which disclosed that the access control of Olds '415 was 
directed to hierarchical databases such as that of Ricardo '90 (Olds '415: col. 8, Ins. 8- 
10). 

- Furthermore, there was motivation to have a parallel construct since in a security 
scenario, while a user may have access to a node, the user should not have access to the 
ACL of that node. 

B. Reopen prosecution since prior art did not disclose a "document" stored in a hierarchy. 
Applicant pointed out that neither the Olds '415 or Ricardo '90 references disclosed 

documents. Examiner agreed. On the grounds that the prior art did not disclose all the claimed 
limitations, specifically the storage of a document, Examiner agreed to reopen prosecution.
